There is nothing particularly surprising about the circumstance that 


the Russian people are inclined to accept the czar’s proffered 
constitu­ 
tional government with a pinch of salt. An insincere autocracy has traf­ 


ficked with their faith so much that it would be strange indeed were 
the peasants to take this new good fortune seriously. W ere it a fact that 
the czar is in good faith, he would have no cause to resent the reserve 
with which his tender is received. 
It is not at all certain, on the other hand, that good faith is intended 
by the imperial party. 
It is among the easy possibilities that the czar 
would like to find time in which to 
evade 
immediately 
surrendering 
to the clamor that foretells his inevitable discomfiture. He may be “spar­ 


ring for wind,” and that this is not regarded as impossible is indicat­ 
ed by the late dispatches to the effect that he is believed to be show­ 
ing an inclination to recede from his conciliatory position. That would be 
nothing strange, nor would it be strange were the peasantry of Russia to 
make assurance doubly sure by re-enacting the scenes of 
the 
French 
revolution. The czar will do well to make his peace with 
his 
people 
while he may: a time will come when the outraged masses will arrange 
to permit him to make his peace with his maker instead 
A bloody re­ 
volution is no more than a few thousand miles from Russia at this very 
moment.

tion. 


h o r 350 years the countries bound­ 
ing the isthmus were in a state of rev- 
olutit >n and nothing known 
of 
the 
canal. 
In 1836 H enry C la y introduced 
a bill in congress to secure a fran­ 
chise for the construction of a rail­ 
road across 
the 
isthmus; 
Andrew 
Jackson, president at the time, signed 
it. 
An investigation was made, an en­ 
gineer sent to the place. 
On his re­ 
turn he died, but the franchise was 
forgotten. 
“ In 1848. a party of N e w Y o r k pro­ 


moters decided to attempt to secure 
a franchise across the country with­ 
out government aid. 
Aspinwall head­ 
ed the trio. 
A town in the country at 


the present time bears his name. 
In 


1849 an engineer started w ork after 
an investigation. 
Iii 1855 tile railroad 
was completed. 
Th e N e w Y o r k cor­ 
poration exists today.

fixed at $10,000,000

$250,000 each year for rental.

$19,000,000 with a large yearly rental. 
Colombia wished to pay off its foreign 
debts, making the United States fur­ 
nish the money. 
“ Th e Panama revolt followed with 
the treaty and purchase with Panama 
instead of Colombia. 
All are familiar 
with this history. 
T o m o r r o w Panama 
will celebrate its second anniversary

P O R T A G E , 
W i s . Nov. 
3.— The 
war department yesterday forw arder 
M ayor Ziencrt its decision in the m at­ 
ter of a new steel fixed bridge over 
the Wisconsin river here to replace 
that which was destroyed by a torna­ 
do last August. 
T h e decision in part 
follows: 
“ Th e application received 
careful 
consideration by the chief of engi 
ncers, in connection with the report 
of the local United States engineer 
officer, and a public 
hearing which 


was given by him to interested par­ 
ties, and the conclusion 
has 
been 
reached both by the chief of engineers 
and by the department that it is not 
deemed advisable to approve the plans 
presented. The department will, how- 
however, interposed 
no objection to 
construction of the bridge, as propos­ 
ed. it being understood 
that such 
noninterference shall not be consider­ 
ed as a waiver in any way by United 
States of its rights to require under 
provisions of the statutes any alter­ 
ation of structure which m ay hereaf­ 
ter be deemed necessary in the inter­ 
est of navigation.” 
Th e decision is signed by Robert 
Shaw Oliver, acting secretary of war.
